ator, pro  tempore,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn  to  the  Nugget 
Theatre  for  the  election  of  town  officers  and  other  town 
business,  after  which,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  Grange 
Hall  for  the  purpose  of  voting  for  Delegates  to  the  National 
Conventions  of  the  Republican  and  Democratic  Parties.

Voted : 

That  in  addition  to  the  State,  County,  Highway  and 
regular  Poll  taxes  provided  by  law,  the  Town  raise  the  sum 
of  twenty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  ($27,800)  dollars, 
and  appropriate  said  sum  and  all  other  moneys  which  may 
be  paid  into  the  Treasury,  and  which  are  not  required  by 
law  otherwise  to  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  budget 
and  report  as  presented  by  the  Selectmen. 

Voted : 

That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  for  the  benefit  of  the  Etna  Fire 
Association. 

Voted : 

That  authority  is  hereby  granted  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row on  notes  issued  for  not  over  one  year,  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000)  dollars  in  addition  to 
what  shall  be  raised  otherwise. 

Voted : 

That  in  addition  to  the  public  cemeteries  now  main- 
tained by  the  Town  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  a  new  public  ceme- 
tery be  established  by  the  town  within  or  near  the  limits  of 
the  Hanover  Precinct;  that  the  Selectmen  of  Hanover  be 
and  are  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  best  available 
site  for  such  new  cemetery,  purchase  the  necessary  land 
therefor,  and  take  a  proper  deed  or  deeds  thereof  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  town;  and  in  case  such  land 
cannot  be  obtained  by  purchase  for  a  reasonable  price,  the 
Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  to  lay 
out  such  cemetery,  take  the  land  necessary  therefor  by  emi- 
nent domain  and  assess  the  resulting  land  damages  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Laws. 

The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  for  not 
over  one  year  notes  of  the  town  of  Hanover  as  follows : 
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to  pay  for  the  site  selected  and  in  addition  thereto  for  not 
over  $3000,  towards  the  development  of  the  same  site. 

The  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  management  and  care  of  the  cemetery,  including 
the  disposal  of  lots. 

Under  the  seventh  article  of  the  warrant  zvhich  zvas: 

To  hear  the  report  of  a  Committee  on  a  proposed 
Municipal  Building  appointed  pursuant  to  a  vote  passed  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Village  Precinct  of  Hanover  held  March 
10,  1927,  to  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  secure  a 
site  and  construct  a  Municipal  Building;  to  raise  money 
therefor  by  taxation  or  borrowing  and  appropriate  the 
same ;  and  to  take  any  other  action  which  may  seem  neces- 
sary or  desirable  in  connection  with  such  report  on  the  pro- 
posed building. 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Committee . 

Hanover,  N.  H.,  March  5,  1928 

To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Hanover,  N.  H. : 

The  voters  will  remember  that  the  Precinct  appointed  a 
Committee  on  a  proposed  municipal  building  at  its  meet- 
ing on  IMarch  10,  1927.  The  Committee  reported  according 
to  instructions  on  Dec.  24,  1927,  At  that  time  the  Com- 
mittee indicated  that  the  situation  might  change  in  some 
respects,  in  which  case,  the  Committee  would  advise  the 
Town  in  a  supplementary  report.  That  supplementary  re- 
port follows. 

The  Town  to  buy  site  and  build  the  building. 

The  Committee  state  in  its  report  that  it  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Precinct  give  a  site  to  the  Town,  and  that  the 
Town  build  the  building  on  the  site  presented.  On  con- 
sulting lawyers  we  found  difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to 
the  legality  of  such  a  gift. 

A  large  Boston  firm,  however,  which  is  continually  con- 
sulted by  investment  houses,  looks  upon  the  proposal  as 
distinctly   illegal.   To   pursue   it  therefore,   might   place  the 


Town  in  danger  of  having  its  issue  of  bonds  refused.  We  are 
accordingly  recommending  the  following  procedure. 

1.  That  the  Town  buy  a  site  and  build  a  building  at 
a  cost  perhaps  of  $75,000. 

2.  That  the  Precinct  sell  its  property  at  a  figure  ap- 
proximating possibly  $20,000,  or  $25,000,  and  invest  the 
money. 

3.  That  the  Town  lease  part  of  the  building  to  the 
Precinct.  The  price  set  for  the  lease  would  naturally  cover 
the  cost  to  the  Town  of  its  investment  in  the  site  and  build- 
ing, so  far  as  that  cost  is  due  to  Precinct  needs. 

Such  a  plan  would  make  the  cost  of  the  whole  proposi- 
tion no  greater  than  our  earlier  proposal,  and  in  addition 
thereto  there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of  the  lawyers. 
Moreover,  we  see  no  reason  why  the  Precinct  should  not 
loan  to  the  Town  the  money  which  it  receives  from  the  sale 
of  its  property. 

Possible  Purchase  of  Building  by  the  Precinct. 

We  also  plan  to  ask  the  Precinct  to  request  the-  Legis- 
lature for  an  increase  in  the  debt  limit  to  3  percent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  Precinct.  Such  a  step  if  taken 
would  have  to  await  the  next  meeting  of  the  State  Legisla- 
tion early  in  1929. 

The  real  purpose  of  the  increased  debt  is  as  follows : 
The  Precinct  may  decide  after  using  the  Town  build- 
ing (if  constructed),  it  would  be  better  all  round  if  the 
Precinct  owned  the  building  rather  than  the  town.  In  that 
case,  the  Precinct  could  raise  $50,000  by  bonds,  add  the 
funds  which  it  gets  by  selling  its  property,  and  buy  the  build- 
ing from  the  Town.  Such  a  step,  however,  remains  for  the 
future  to  decide. 

Possible  Three  Story  Building 

The  voters  will  remember  that  the  Committee  proposes 
to  recommend  a  two-story  building..  Some  of  the  citizens 
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wish  a  three-story  building.  The  arguments  pro   and   con 
are  these: 

1.  A  three-story  building  would  give  an  entire  floor 
space  for  future  expansion. 

2.  Some  citizens  think  that  the  taller  building  would 
look  better.  On  the  other  hand 

1.  The  Committee  is  not  sure  that  so  much  space  will 
ever  be  needed  for  expansion. 

2.  The  opinion  that  a  three-story  building  would  look 
better  is  not  unanimous. 

3.  It  would  cost  $10,000-$! 5,000  more.  The  voters 
should,  therefore,  weigh  the  possibility  of  an  increased  cost 
of  $10,000-$1 5,000. 

The  Use  of  Space  in  the  Building 

If  the  proposed  building  is  built  it  will  be  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Town 
and  Precinct.  This  committee  will  build  the  building  in  gen- 
eral conformity  to  the  plans  which  have  been  drawn,  and 
which  have  been  displayed  in  the  window  of  Storrs'  Book- 
store. 

All  kinds  of  minor  changes  in  the  plans  can  be  made 
(and  doubtless  will  be  made),  by  the  building  committee. 

The  plans  as  exhibited  show  a  building  five  feet  shorter 
than  is  now  planned.  In  order  to  give  a  larger  space  to  the 
fire  apparatus,  the  building  will  be  lengthened  five  feet 
thus  giving  more  space  on  both  floors.

That  the  Town  of  Hanover,  New  Hampshire,  build 
and  equip  a  Municipal  Service  Building  conforming  in  gen- 
eral to  the  architect's  drawings  as  exhibited  at  this  meeting 
by  the  Precinct  Committee  on  a  proposed  municipal  build- 
ing, and  that  the  Selectmen  be  empowered  to  purchase  a 
site  on  ]\Iain  Street  and  to  execute  any  documents  in  con- 
nection therewith,  the  cost  of  said  building  and  equipment, 
the  site,  and  the  moving  and  alteration  of  any  building 
thereon  not  to  exceed  $80,000. 

The  following  amendment  was  offered : 

Amend  the  motion  as  follows :  After  the  word  "build" 
omit  the  words  "and  equip,"  and  add  the  words  "a  three- 
story,"  after  the  word  "municipal"  omit  the  word  "service," 
after  the  word  "building"  add  the  words  "and  equip  such 
portion  of  it  as  is  needed  for  use  at  the  present  time," 
after  the  next  word  "building"  add  the  words  "except  that  it 
shall  be  so  modified  as  to  provide  three  stories  instead  of 
two  stories  as  shown  in  the  drawings  here  exhibited." 

Change  the  amount  called  for  at  the  last  to  $95,000  so 
that  the  motion  as  amended  will  read. 

Moved : 

That  the  Town  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  build  a  three-story 
Municipal  Building  and  equip  such  portion  of  it  as  is  needed 
for  use  at  the  time,  conforming  in  general  to  the  architect's 
drawings  as  exhibited  at  this  meeting  by  the  Precinct  Com- 
mittee on  a  proposed  municipal  building,  except  that  it 
shall  be  so  modified  as  to  provide  three  stories  instead  of 
two  stories  as  shown  in  the  drawings  here  exhibited,  and 
that  the  Selectmen  be  empowered  to  purchase  a  site  on  Main 
Street  and  to  execute  any  documents  in  connection  there- 
with, the  cost  of  said  building  and  equipment,  the  site,  and 
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the  moving  and  alteration  of  any  building  thereon  not  to 
exceed  $95,000. 

A  vote  was  taken  upon  the  foregoing  amendment  and 
it  was  decided  in  the  negative,  and  the  original  motion 
prevailed. 

Moved : 

That  the  Moderator  pro  tempore  of  the  Town  Meeting 
together  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Precinct  Commissioners,  appoint  a  Municipal  Building 
Committee  of  five  members ;  that  the  Committee  have  the 
power  to  determine  the  placing  of  the  building  on  the  site, 
to  approve  plans,  prepare  specifications,  receive  bids,  let 
contracts  and  have  general  charge  of  the  construction  of 
the  building  and  the  purchase  of  equipment ;  and  that  the 
Committee  have  power  to  move  any  building  on  the  site 
chosen,  and  to  make  such  modifications  in  the  building  as 
they  may  consider  desirable. 

Decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Moved : 

That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  build  and 
equip  a  Municipal  Service  Building  in  the  Town  of  Han- 
over, N.  H.,  to  secure  a  site,  to  move  and  alter  any  building 
thereon,  and  for  other  expenditures  in  connection  there- 
with, the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  town  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow  $80,000  or  such  part  thereof 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary,  on  notes  or  bonds 
of  the  Town,  and  to  execute  any  documents  in  connection 
therewith ;  full  discretion  as  to  fixing  time  and  place  of 
payment  and  rate  of  interest  of  the  said  securities  and 
other  details  in  connection  therewith  is  hereby  delegated  to 
the  said  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Decided  in  the  afiirmative. 

That  the  Selectmen  be  empowered  to  lease  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  Municipal  Service  Building  of  the  Town 
of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  to  the  Village  Precinct  of   Hanover, 
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N.  H.,  on  such  terms  as  the  Selectmen  and  Precinct  Com- 
missioners may  agree  upon. 

Decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Upon  motion 

Voted : 

That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  town's  obligations 
until  the  taxes  have  been  collected  and  paid  into  the 
treasury. 

Voted : 

That  upon  all  taxes  upon  real  and  personal  property  a 
discount  of  five  percent  be  allowed  the  taxpayer  if  paid  on 
or  before  July  15,  1928,  and  a  discount  of  three  percent  if 
paid  on  or  before  September  15,   1928.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT  ON   TOWN   LIBRARY 

The  American  Library  Association  has  stated  that,  in 
order  to  give  efficient  service  to  a  community,  a  model  town 
Hbrary  should  have  a  minimum  income  of  one  dollar  per 
person,  circulate  five  books  per  person  and  have  one  assis- 
tant for  every  20,000  volumes  circulated. 

On  this  statistical  basis  our  little  town  library  might 
be  classed  as  a  model.  Considering  the  building  merely  as  a 
house  to  shelter  books — a  house  so  well  built  and  finely  fin- 
ished inside  that  the  cost  of  upkeep  in  nearly  a  quarter  cen- 
tury has  been  almost  trivial — we  might  say  that  it  compares 
well  with  the  best  of  its  class.  But  the  means  made  available 
to  the  trustees  for  the  full  development  of  the  library  as  a 
public  service  institution  have  always  come  short  of  its 
needs.  While  the  cash  balance  this  year  is  larger  than 
usual,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  trustees  have  been  ham- 
pered heretofore  for  funds  to  carry  on  during  the  interim 
between  February  and  the  time  in  early  summer  when  the 
newly  collected  taxes  supply  funds  enough  so  that  the 
selectmen  can  spare  something  for  current  needs  of  the 
library. 

And  now,  because  during  the  passing  years,  even  the 
small  yearly  additions  of  books  which  we  have  made  have 
over-crowded  our  shelf  room,  we  are  in  desperate  need  of 
one  or  two  new  cases  of  shelves.  Also  a  fire  insurance 
premium  of  about  fifty  dollars  will  be  due  during  the  cur- 
rent year.  These  are  the  bald  facts  which  compel  us  to  ask 
for  an  increased  appropriation  as  stated  in  the  financial 
report — an  addition  of  only  one  sixth  part  of  the  appropria- 
tion made  last  year. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  assortment  now  on  our  shelves 
of  some  of  the  best  English  literature  is  so  little  appreciated 
by  those  who  use  the  library,  and  that  the  principal  demand 
is  for  fiction.  This  makes  harder  the  task  of  selecting  new 
books.  Much  of  the  fiction  is  too  indififerent  to  claim  ser- 
ious attention ;  other  is  bad ;  some  is  worse  and  the  worst 
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descends  to  indecency  and  even  to  blasphemy.  In  the 
search  for  what  is  best  we  find  too  few  story  writers  whose 
names  are  a  guarantee  for  what  is  unobjectionable,  whole- 
some and  up-lifting. 

The   trustees    respectfully   ask   their    fellow-citizens   to 
give  careful  consideration  to  the  facts  herein  submitted.

Voted:  To  accept  the  reports  of  the  Pre- 
cinct Commissioners,  Treasurer  and  Auditor  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report  of  1928  and  place  same  on  file. 

Article  IV.  Alfred  W.  Guyer  was  elected  Treasurer 
for  one  year.  Clarence  W.  Cofran  was  elected  Auditor  for 
one  year.  Leland  Griggs  was  elected  Precinct  Commissioner 
for  three  years. 

Article  V.  Voted :  That  the  Village  Precinct  of  Han- 
over, N.  H.,  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
thousand  one  hundred  ($22,100.00)  dollars  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Precinct  for  the  year  1928  according  to  the 
items  set  forth  in  the  budget. 

Voted :  That  the  Precinct  Commissioners 
of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  be  authorized  to  apply  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature  for  a  special  act  conferring  on  the 
Village  Precinct  of  Hanover,  N,  H.,  the  same  authority  in 
regard  to  zonning  that  is  conferred  on  towns  and  cities  by 
Chapter  Forty-two,  Sections  Forty-eight  to  Sixty-eight  in- 
clusive, of  the  Public  Laws  of  New  Hampshire. 

Article  VII.  Voted:  To  raise  and  appropriate  One 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)   for  the  employment  of  a  zon- 


ning  expert  to  study  and  report  on  the  manner  in  which  the 
Precinct  may  be  zoned. 

Article  VIII.  Voted :  To  accept  and  place  on  file  the 
report  of  the  "Committee  on  a  Proposed  Municipal  Build- 
ing." 

Voted :  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Village  Precinct 
of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
sell  a  tract  of  land,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  owned  by  the 
Village  Precinct  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  and  situated  on  the 
corner  of  Allen  and  Main  Streets  in  the  said  Hanover, 
N.  H.,  at  such  reasonable  terms,  and  on  such  conditions  as 
they  may  decide  upon,  and  to  execute  any  documents  in  con- 
nection therewith ;  and  to  invest  the  proceeds  thereof  at  their 
discretion. 

Voted :  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Village  Precinct 
of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  be  empowered  to  lease  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  a  Municipal  Service  Building  to  be  erected  by  the 
Town  of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  on  such  terms  as  they  and  the 
Selectmen  of  the  said  Town  may  agree  upon. 

Voted :  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Village  Precinct 
of  Hanover,  N.  H.,  be  authorized  to  petition  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  an  increase  of  the  legal 
debt  limit  of  the  Precinct  to  three  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
valuation  thereof. 

Article  IX.  Voted:  That  the  Precinct  of  Hanover 
express  its  appreciation  of  the  very  excellent  work  done  by 
the  Municipal  Building  Committee  by  extending  them  a 
vote  of  thanks. 

Voted :  To  authorize  the  Precinct  Commissioners  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 


the  expenses  of  the  Precinct  before  the  taxes  are  raised  and 
paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Precinct. 

Voted:  That  upon  all  taxes  on  personal  property  and 
upon  real  estate,  paid  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  July  1928 
a  discount  of  five  per  cent  be  allowed  the  tax  payer,  and  that 
upon  all  taxes  on  personal  property  and  real  estate  paid  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  September  1928  a  discount  of  three 
per  cent  be  allowed  the  tax  payer.
